The Fund’s Executive Director, Erin Keane provided the following updates: 

A draft funding resolution has been provided for review. This version was based on direction 
received to make some changes; therefore, it is not on the September agenda. It is scheduled to 
be on the agenda for next month, October.

The next item was review of the healthcare for the employees and the retirees of this fund, which 
expires December 1st. Therefore, by October 31st insurance must be renewed. The Executive 
Director presented rates from the broker and represented that she and the Comptroller talked to 
another broker about health insurance. The pricing was the same with both brokers. Overall this 
year, the total insurance went down approximately 4 percent. There are nine retirees that are 
currently using this plan coverage. The letter for retirees will indicate that any future increases 
in the cost from BCBSIL will be their responsibilities.
